Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  Pres.  Phinney. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  April  Executive  Council  meeting. 
So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  thanked  the  Executive  Officers  for  encouraging 
people  to  attend  the  Council  meetings. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

The  Pres.  advised  he  has  been  very  busy  over  the  past  month  and 
outlined  his  activities: 

-  Attended  "Bread  and  Roses"  painting  dedication  in  Lawrence 
The  unions  raised  $16,000  to  buy  the  painting. 

-  Attended  AFGE  nationwide  conference  in  Boston 

-  Spoke  at  the  MFT  convention 

-  Spoke  at  MTA  (non-AFL/CIO  group)  convention  on  the 
prevailing  wage. 

-  Led  delegation  to  Teamsters  conference  in  Shrewsbury  on 
prevailing  wage. 

-  Went  to  Pittsfield  to  give  presentation  on  prevailing 
wage.  V.P.  Butler  was  deeply  appreciative  of  his 
attending.  The  President  swore  in  Ralph  Froio,  Retiree 
Distict  Coordinator. 

-  Worked  on  the  Harvard/AFSCME  drive  which  ended  in  a 
great  victory. 

President  Osborn  discussed  the  Democratic  caucus  on  the  following 
Saturday.  He  urged  all  to  attend  the  Democratic  Convention  on 
June  11th.  He  advised  there  would  be  a  coffee  and  danish 
reception  at  8:00  A.M.  that  day.  The  video  on  prevailing  wage 
will  be  highlighted.  The  Governor  has  agreed  to  help  on  the 
prevailing  wage  issue  by  doing  a  video  for  t.v. 

The  President  expressed  his  concern  that  all  the  unions  had  not 
appointed  a  coordinator  for  the  prevailing  wage  campaign.  He 
asked  the  assistance  of  the  Council  members  on  this. 


Pres.  Osborn  met  with  Rep.  Voke,  Marty  Foley  and  Peter 
dicicco  on  the  budget,  and  more  specifically,  how  it 
affects  the  ISP  and  Dislocated  Workers  Program. 
Discussion  took  place  on  the  Dislocated  Workers  Program, 
its  present  function  and  the  proposed  changes.  The 
Workplace  Education  situation  was  also  discussed. 

Exec  V.P.  Faherty  asked  if  the  Secretary  of  Labor  had  any  input 
on  the  budget  as  it  pertains  to  the  ISP?  The  President  answered 
that  he  understood  that  the  Secretary's  staff  is  working  on  it  by 
contacting  people.  Pres.  Osborn  explained  that  he,  himself,  had 
received  only  a  fact  sheet,  no  cover  letter,  and  when  he  met  with 
the  Governor  on  the  Shipyard  situation,  he  told  the  Governor  that 
the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  supported  the  ISP  in  its  present  form;  at  that 
time  Paul  Eustace,  who  was  also  present,  voiced  his  support  also. 

V.P.  Ferris  advised  that  he  had  received  a  call  from  Paul 
Eustace's  office  asking  him  to  contact  Sen.  McGovern  to  urge 
support  of  our  position. 

V.P.  Thomas  advised  that  she  had  heard  through  the  Women's  budget 
committee  that  there  were  overlapping  services  between  ISP  and 
Dislocated  Workers  Program  and  it  was  going  to  be  continued 
within  the  DES.  Also,  at  the  meeting  she  attended  there  was  no 
complaint  on  this  happening. 

Vice  Presidents  LeBlanc  and  Thompson  advised  they  had  received 
fact  sheets  also.  Brother  Thompson  received  a  follow-up  call 
from  someone  from  the  Secretary  of  Labor's  office  and  he  then 
called  and  left  word  at  Lemanski's  office  of  his  deep  concern 
that  the  ISP  be  continued  the  way  it  is  at  present. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  advised  that  there  is  a  serious 
communication  problem  with  the  Secretary  of  Labor's  office  and 
the  AFL/CIO.  He  reiterated  that  there  was  no  cover  letter  on  the 
budget  sheet. 

Pres.  Osborn  explained  the  situation  with  the  DES.  Since  he  had 
received  no  concrete  directions,  he  had  deep  concern  and  called 
the  Executive  Officers  together  on  it.  He  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor  offering  our  assistance  and  asking  for 
direction.  Subsequently,  he  met  with  the  Governor  and  made  his 
intent  and  that  of  the  Council  very  clear  that  we  supported 
keeping  this  ISP  under  the  Secretary  of  Labor  as  in  H.l.  He 
advised  he  is  now  awaiting  word  from  the  Secretary  of  Labor. 

V.P.  LeBlanc  suggested  to  Pres.  Osborn  that  he  talk  to  Paul 
Eustace  at  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany  conference  this  week. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Dir.  Foley  reported  that  the  budget  is  now  on  the  floor  and  he 
foresees  problems  with  cutbacks  on  several  accounts.  He  advised 
that  one  of  the  areas  heavily  hit  is  Labor  and  Industries.  He 
advised  that  the  budget  could  very  well  be  out  of  the  House  by 
the  end  of  the  week. 


Another  area  heavily  cut,  Dir.  Foley  advised,  was  Workers  Comp. 
The  delays  in  handling  the  cases  are  inceasing,  not  only  in 
Boston  but  in  the  outlying  communities.  He  advised  he  expects 
things  to  get  worse  since  there  is  no  supplemental  budget  thus 
far.  Some  money  that  was  appropriated  was  never  spent,  but  was 
returned  back  to  Administration  and  Finance.  This,  in  his 
opinion,  is  illegal.  With  the  new  budget  there  were  23  support 
positions,  which  have  been  cut.  The  new  judges  will  go  on,  but 
the  resources  they  will  need  to  function  will  not  be  there.  This 
is  a  serious  problem. 

Dir.  Foley  advised  that  only  18  pieces  of  legislation  have  been 
signed  into  law  thus  far  this  year.  This  is  because  so  much  time 
has  gone  into  the  budget.  He  said  he  does  not  expect  much  action 
between  now  and  mid  July,  and  the  Committee  Chairman  has  been 
considering  shutting  down  the  session  in  July.  The  issues  that 
our  unions  are  concerned  with  will  be  held  up.  These  are:  Blue 
Laws,  Drug  Testing  Procedure,  Redrafting  of  the  old  Child  Labor 
laws. 

Dir.  Foley  made  note  of  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  "Labor  Leader" 
newspaper,  which  lists  all  the  Legislative  bills  that  are 
currently  being  handled. 

Dir.  Foley  reminded  everyone  of  the  upcoming  COPE  endorsement 
meeting  at  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel,  June  16th  at  1:30  P.M.  He  asked 
everyone  to  get  names  of  candidates  to  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO  office 
as  soon  as  possible  so  that  we  can  pull  the  voting  records  of 
those  names  submitted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  asked  if  there  is  a  section  at  the  bottom  of 
the  voting  record  for  comments.  Dir.  Foley  answered  'yes'  and  if 
all  the  comments  will  not  fit,  then  you  should  choose  the  most 
significant  ones. 

Discussion  took  place  on  the  budget,  the  lack  of  a  supplemental 
budget  and  what  could  be  expected  in  January.  Exec.  Vice 
Presidents  Lydon  and  Faherty  gave  their  views  and  Brother  Faherty 
asked  where  the  projected  revenue  growth  would  come  from  since 
the  unemployment  rate  is  only  about  3%.  Dir.  Foley  said  it  would 
come  from  the  new  sales  tax  on  tobacco  and  cigarettes,  along  with 
the  surplus  monies  from  the  bottle  bill  deposits. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

SECRETARY-TREASURERS  REPORT 

Finance  report  noted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  briefly  discussed  the  per  capita  revenue  and 
reviewed  each  item  on  the  report. 

He  noted  that  the  pension  plan  is  being  brought  up  to  date. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  asked  if  anyone  had  question. 

V.P.  Thomas  asked  an  explanation  of  an  item  concerning  paying 
taxes  to  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  explained 
this  concerned  the  Building  at  44  Temple  Place  and  he  would  make 
a  complete  report  on  this  later  in  the  meeting. 


MMS  to  accept  the  Finance  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  So 
voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  gave  a  brief  report  on  the  status  of  the 
building  at  44  Temple  Place.  A  purchase  and  sales  agreement  has 
been  signed;  there  is  a  question  on  a  penalty  of  $38,000  for 
getting  out  of  the  IRB  before  the  5  years.  The  client  is  working 
with  the  bank  on  assuming  the  IRB.  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  said  his 
hope  is  to  break  even. 

V.P.  LeBlanc  asked  if  the  Council  did  break  even,  would  there  be 
money  reverted  to  the  Council.  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  answered  that 
certain  bills  have  been  incurred,  such  as  the  insurance  on  the 
building,  and  these  amounts  have  been  built  into  the  price  of  the 
building.  He  advised  he  hopes  to  pay  off  all  the  bills  and  come 
out  even  in  the  end. 

Sec.-Treas.  discussed  the  golf  tournament,  as  it  will  go  on  this 
year  at  Gompers-Murray-Meany ,  and  his  plans  for  the  future. 
These  plans  include  increasing  the  number  of  sponsors  so  that  any 
money  made  will  go  to  the  Scholarship  Program  to  help  out  young 
people.  He  reported  that  the  Carpenters  Union  Bank  paid  $1,000 
for  the  prizes  for  this  year's  tournament. 

Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  reported  that  he  has  been  appointed  as  a 
Trustee  to  the  University  of  Mass.,  Boston.  He  explained  that 
there  is  good  reason  for  union  people  to  be  involved  in  the  area 
of  education  and  cited  an  example.  He  learned  recently  that  a 
telecommunications  system  was  being  considered  by  U.Mass.  in  the 
amounts  of  50  to  75  million  dollars,  and  that  it  was  being 
proposed  that  a  foreign  concern  be  employed.  He  managed  to  get 
it  into  the  specs  that  local  labor  be  used  at  the  prevailing 
wage. 

Sec . -Treas .  Haynes  reported  on  his  speaking  engagements  over  the 
past  month: 

-  Stewards  Dinner  at  SEIU  509 

-  Electricians  Local  103  -  spoke  at  Young  Workers  Night 

-  Hosted  the  May  4th  Educational  Seminar  at  IBEW  103  hall 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  Activity  Report.    So 
voted . 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Council's  representation  on  the 
various  Trustee  Boards  of  colleges,  and  said  he  was  pleased  that 
Sec.-Treas.  Haynes  had  finally  been  appointed  to  the  U.  Mass. 
Board. 

MMS  to  have  a  reception  in  honor  of  Sec.-Treas.  Haynes' 
appointment  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  University  of  Mass., 
Boston.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  recommended  inviting  the  Education  Committee,  Labor 
Trustees,  Vice  Presidents,  Chancellor  Jennifer  and  others  to  the 
above  reception. 


V.P.  Joyce  voiced  his  opinion  that  there  should  be  more 
participation  in  the  Education  Conference.  He  said  he  felt  that 
some  of  the  appropriate  people  were  not  present.  He  said  he 
hoped  this  would  be  remedied  in  the  future. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  advised  that  the  same  people  attend  all  the 
various  conferences/seminars.  He  suggested  that  if  a  Vice 
President  cannot  attend  a  conference  because  of  his  schedule, 
that  he  send  a  representative. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Education  Committee  is  worked  to 
its  capacity  on  the  seminars  and  said  the  intent  was  good. 
Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  feasibility  of  a  Labor  Day  Parade. 
After  much  discussion,  the  attitude  of  the  Board  seemed  to  be 
that  it  was  too  late  in  the  year  to  plan  such  an  event  and  have 
it  be  a  great  success. 

V.P.  Don  Leahy  and  Joe  Joyce  suggested  that  an  alternative  to 
those  unions  who  wanted  to  participate  in  a  parade  this  year 
would  be  to  march  in  the  City  of  Marlboro  Labor  Day  Parade.  They 
advised  that  this  parade  commands  a  lot  of  media  coverage  and  is 
very  well  attended. 

V.P.  Ferris  advised  that  the  city  of  Lawrence  has  a  "Bread  and 
Roses"  Parade. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  will  refer  this  matter  to  the  Executive 
Officers  and  a  mailing  will  go  out  on  the  outcome. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  reminded  everyone  of  the  Irish/American 
Coalition  Dinner  on  June  9th,  honorees  are  Tom  Donahue,  National 
AFL/CIO  Secretary-Treasurer;  Senator  Ted  Kennedy;  and  Vice 
President  Joseph  Joyce. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  the  Council  that  he  has  been  contacted  by 
the  Ted  Kennedy  Campaign  Committee  to  do  what  he  could  to  have 
union  people  sponsor  house  parties  for  Ted  Kennedy  as 
fundraisers.  Although  the  Senator  could  not  be  present  at  these 
parties  because  of  his  schedule,  a  video  would  be  provided  on 
which  he  would  give  a  message  to  the  people.  He  asked  that 
anyone  interested  get  in  touch  with  him  at  his  office.

Dear  Governor  Dukakis: 

We  hardly  wish  to  interrupt  your  activities  within  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  Democratic  nomination  campaign  with  matters  involving  the  Quincy 
shipyard.  We  have  relied  on  our  very  positive  February  12  meeting  with  you 
and  your  senior  Administration  associates,  as  well  as  our  continued  activities 
to  bring  about  an  early  inauguration  of  the  new  employee  owned  shipyard. 

We  believe  that  our  efforts  alone,  in  dialogue  with  your  officials  are 
insufficient  to  prompt  them  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  assist  in  bringing 
about  this  major  Labor  Initiative.  Specifically  in  the  single  meeting  we  have 
had  with  your  officials  since  Febuary  12,  we  have  been  proposed  an 
unworkable  plan  based  on  a  2  year  licensed  use  of  a  portion  of  the  shipyard 
with  no  definition  as  to  our  'title  to  the  equipment.  Our  financial  advisors 
ha*1*  told  us  that  private  financing  of  working  capital  for  such  a  scheme  is 
impossible.  Your  officials  have  intimated  that  their  scheme  is  the  result  o: 
their  negotiations  with  the  MWRA. 

What  has  become  of  the  longstanding  plan  to  secure  from  the  Legislature  the 
approval  of  a  lease,  or  lease-  purchase  by  Ml  FA  and  or  the  Land  Bank  with 
back  to  back  lease  to  the  Shipbuilders.  After  all  this  time,  exactly  nine 
months  to  toe  day  that  MWRA  informed  the  Public  that  they  were  buying 
the  entire  shipyard  property,  we  have  no  solution  in  sight.  We  have  indeed 
gone  backwards  instead  of  forwards.

Dear  Joel: 


I  have  received  information  from  the  Workers'  Compensation  (W.C.)  Advisory 
Council,  that  most  of  the  money  that  was  appropriated  (much  of  which  will  be  paid 
for  by  an  assessment  on  employers)  oy  Chapcer  691  oi"  the  Aces  of  1987,  to  provide 
additional  staff  for  the  Department  of  Industrial  Accidents  (DIA)  to  address  the 
remaining  problem  of  the  backlogged  cases,  as  well  as  the  influx  of  Post  Reform  Law 
cases  has  not  been  spent;  and  may,  in  fact,  revert  to  the  coffers  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  order  to  offset  the  state's  anticipated  budget  deficit. 

If  this  information  is  correct  and  the  Department  is,  in  fact,  taking  this 
course  of  action,  I  am  personally  disturbed,  and  we  will  strenuously  resist  it 
because  the  employer  money  is  supposed  to  be  in  a  Dedicated  Trust  to  fund  the  DIA. 

When  AIM  originally  agreed  to  the  concept  of  an  employer-funded  Trust  Fund  via 
an  identifiable  assessment,  the  money  generated  for  it  was  to  be  used  to  fund  the 
new  administratively-driven  Department.   The  assessment  on  employers  has  very 
generously  met  that  purpose  as  the  Department's  budget  has  gone  from  less  than  $3 
million  to  more  than  $12  million  in  less  than  three  years,  and  the  number  of  its 
employees  has  more  than  doubled.   During  deliberations  on  the  Reform  Law,  the 
Legislature  greatly  expanded  the  Trust  Fund  concept  by  adding  a  number  of 
benefit-related  programs  to  it,  which  will  mean  an  additional  $12  million  cost  shift 
directly  to  employers  during  the  coming  year,  rather  than  buried  in  actuarial 
premium  assumptions.   It  was  agreed,  the  employer  funds  would  only  be  used  for  their 
intended  purpose. 

An  important  part  oi  the  agreement  on  Chapter  691  was  for  uhe  employer  paid 
Special  Fund,  to  assume  the  burden  ($605,000)  of  providing  additional  personnel  to 
address  the  influx  of  Post  Reform  Law  cases.   It  is  my  understanding  that  this 
entire  amount  will,  in  fact,  be  assessed  to  employers,  but  that  most  of  it  has  not 
been  made  available  to  the  DIA  and  may,  in  fact,  revert  to  the  state  to  help  offset 
the  budget  deficit.   I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  Chapter  691  appropriation 
language,  reinforces  the  original  fund  agreement  by  making  it  clear  that  only  "the 
amount  expended  under  this  item  which  is  to  be  as  reimbursed  may  be  added  to  the 
Special  Fund."  Obviously  by  using  this  language,  the  Legislature  made  it  clear  that 
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it  only  intended  the  money  that  is  actually  spent  by  the  DIA  to  be  assessed  onto 
employers.   This  situation  is  a  very  important  and  embarrassing  one  for  the  state 
which  is  in  the  position  of  backing  out  of  a  good  faith  agreement,  and  it  must  be 
resolved  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

Chapter  691  was  a  carefully  crafted  piece  of  legislation  in  which  the  state  also 
agreed  to  assume  the  burden  of  funding  ($343,000)  for  new  temporary  judges  and 
support  staff  to  finally  eliminate  the  10,000  case  backlog  which  was  created  in 
large  part  due  the  chronic  state  underfunding  of  the  old  Industrial  Accident  Board. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  now,  nearly  six  months  after  the  passage  of  Chapter  691, 
most  of  the  money  has  not  yet  been  allocated,  and  staff  has  yet  to  be  hired  to  do 
this  very  important  task.   How  long  does  the  state  expect  employees  and  employers 
(some  who  have  been  waiting  years  to  have  their  cases  heard)  to  wait  before  the 
funds  are  made  available  for  this  project? 

In  conclusion,  employers  have  every  right  to  be  extremely  upset  if  the  clear 
intent  of  Chapter  691  is  controverted,  and  even  one  dime  of  their  assessment  money 
is  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  the  funding  of  the  state's  W.C.  system.   To  first 
contemplate  assessing  employers  $605,000,  then  not  use  that  money  for  the  important 
purpose  intended,  and  finally,  use  the  funds  as  part  of  a  deficit  reduction  strategy 
is  totally  unacceptable.   I  look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  on  these  matters  in  the 
near  future.
